The first annual meeting of THE 


TRANSCRIPT editors and its large corps of 
corro?pondent3 was held at Hoosac Tun- 
nel, Friday, and the occasion more than 
came up to expectations. Even Old Sol 
kindly lent a helping hand to make the 
occasion pleasant by refraining from 
pouring water on our heads. 


Over thirty correspondents were pres- 


ent, and the time before dinner was taken 
up getting acquainted and visiting. - 


Landlord Rice of Rice's Inn had an • 


ticipated a hungry crowd and prepared 
himself accordingly. The company sat 
down to dinner with the firm determina- 
tion of eating everything there was in tho 
house, but alter spending a busy hour at 
the table, had to give it np. But some of 
the party nearly shed teara because they 
couldn't eat more. The dinner consisted 
of soup, three kinds of meat, pototoes, 
squash, peas, beats, cucumbers, pie of 
three varieties (with a whole blueberry 
pie for the editor), ice cream, water- 
melon, etc. 


Dinner over, the party adjourned to the 


spacious piazza and had their pictures 
taken. Then came the business part of 
the meeting. 
Editor Howe made all feel 


at home by hia address of welcome and 
then followed election of officers for the 
THAN SCRIPT association. H. G. Rowe was 
chosen president, Rev. G. L. Ruberg, vice- 
president and A. W. Harrington secretary 
and treasurer. 


S. M. Bowles, the hermit of Woodford, 


was down to tell "What is News" but was 
unable to be present. 


"What Should be in a Country Ifewspa- 


p cr" was responded to by A. W. Ha rrington 
of Readsboro. "Politics in a Newspaper'1 
was assigned to L. J. Gardner of Wil- 
liamstowu and his bright speech is given 
below n full: 


polltlCH In a Newspaper. 


Tiie newspaper has more functions than 


one. It is an investigator, an educator 
nod an exponent of public opinion. Its 
leading purpose, of course, is to collect 
and dispense news. It is also a com- 
mentator. All its news does not require 
comment. Certain portions of it does. 
This, the editor is expected to give, and 
without such comment, sflme of its would 
cot be rightly understood by readers. 


The happenings in his own town or city 


are to be fairly and faithfully given. Items 
that interest a major or even a minor po/- 
tion of the public, ore expacted and wel- 
comed. One of the objects of the news- 
paper is thus fulfilled by catering to the 
demands, so far as it may, of all respect- 
able classes. 


It is not confined to one class or kind o£ 


news. Besides local, it is also expected to 
give county, state and national news. 
When such news pertains to, and involve 
discussion of any given policy contem- 
plated by the town, county or state, it 
becomes political news. At this point the 
newspaper, so called, takes upon itself 
the character of a politician. It has al- 
ready usfct free comment upon local af- 
lairs. It now uses its experience and its 
influence in a larger field. 


The giving of political news, and tae 


discussion of political issues? follow, nat- 
urally, as another of its legitimate func- 
tions. In doing this,tue newspaper is sim- 
ply doing what its readers wish and expect • 
It cannot maintain its character, without 
a candid and fearless discussion cf meas- 
ures and men that have to do with the 
interests of the people among whom it 
circulates. 


What are politics? 
Proposed methods 


and plans for self-government and protec- 
tion; proposed laws affecting the interests 
of the people, whether relating to foreign 
or domestic commerce, a high or low tar- 
iff, or a crusade against unjust taxation, 
and a war against trusts and monopolies. 
All these are questions and interests that 
cannot be separated from the interests of 
every intelligent reader of a newspaper, 
and is, in itself one of the strongest rea- 
sons why the newspaper should not 
only give, but discuss politics. 


The extent of such discussion depends 


of course, largely upon the exigency 
ot the times. The editor not only ap- 
pears in the character of an educator, but 
of a student as well. He should be a par- 
tiein in the best sense of that word. The 
term "independent politics" is hard (o 
connect with the man who has pro- 
nounced views. There is too much floun- 
dering from one side to another, thus 
making impossible that unity so neces- 
sary for the accomplishment of good. 


Tho newspaper should avoid so far as 


possible accrimonious attack and retort in 
its political conduct. There are the inci- 
dental evils that crop out, more or less, 
not only in the press bnt upon tho plat- 
form. 
But they furnish no argument 


against conscientious and vigorous discus- 
sion of political questions, whether relat- 
ing to methods or men. 


There are indeed few papers, except 


such as are devoted purely lo agricultural 
interest, from which political discussion 
is excluded. Even the religious journals 
find it hard not to express an opinion and 
press it, once in a while. This, in my 
opinion is a sign of progress. If, as sou:* 
say politics and religion won't mix—that 
a person can't carry politicajinto religion 
and vice versa, there must be something 
radically out of kilter with both, and re- 
construction is called for. Bat if the say- 
ing be indeed true, what anomalous sort 


of Christians some of our editors must b«. 


If a newspaper were to lay political in- 


terest and discussion aside, conBaing il- 
self to town gossip and personals', with ac- 
counts of a street brawl, a drunk or two, 
a suicide once in awhile, not forgetting, 
the painting of a new school house, or, 
that aa elopement had taken place, or, 
that somebody's hen had laid a phenome- 
nally large egg, or that the mayor hud, 
purchased a superb pair of horses, or that 
some young man who had been probably 
begging for a situation for a long titte^ 
had "accepted" a position with Mr. So 
and So, or that in a tournament between 
a bear and five live girls on bicycles, the 
latter barely escaping and the bear too— 
all this is spicy, and caters to the curions 
though live interest we nil c onfess in- 
these things. But the flavoring would at. 
length become insipid without the sub- 
stantial fare served up on the editorial 
and political pages. 


There are exceptions to all rales. Thiti 


is by means given as an original idea, buij 
is applicable jnst the same when T admi| 
that some people do not like politics in flj 
newspaper, and especially one that Aoo^ 
not happen to represent on its title page, 
their inherited political belief. 
These; 


however, are only the exceptions thaS 
prove the rule. 
V 


While nit strictly pertinent to the sub-f 


ject under discussion, it is hardly fair tc' 
omit tome mention of our editor more 
personally than heretofore. We correj 
spondents, could of course, successfully 
run most any paper, secular or relfgious, 


] somehow and somewhere and could there- 


fore give him points in the conducting of 
THE TRANSCRIPT, if we were to try. But 
it would bs hardly proper to do so, at this, 
our first meeting. We may, however, ad- 
monish him, in the most friendly and dis- 
creet manner, to tafce good care of his 
health, one of the conditions of which is 
to lie on the right side. This, coming 
from the late lamented Bill Nye, has all 
the force of a benediction. Meantime we 
are 
willing 
to 
help him on 
the 


same 
line, 
and 
if 
he 
fail 


of 
heeding 
our 
advice 
now, 
he 


will probably do so later, when he ac 
quires more experience. We must all be 
charitable enough to excuse any little 
errors of judgment on his part. But when 
he, for instance, draws a blue mark with 
his editorial blue lead pencil, bisecting 
some of onr communications, he don't al- 
ways realize what he's losing. But the 
loss i? his not ours. If a pungent para- 
graph full of wit and humor, with wisdom 
canceled below the poor imitation of a 
Horace Greely scrawl, escapes bis other- 
wise keen vision, it is not our fault—not 
our loss except in reputation. And that 
we can wait for just as we have always 
done. Success to THE TRANSCRIPT and its 
editors.

fact. Instead of a bad impression of Norti 
Adams' regard for law and order going 
•broad because of giving these toughs 
comparatively free swing on our streets, 
they should have been promptly arrested, 
and a striking contrast with Shelburne 
Fal s' way of dealing with "the gang" 
shown. It was apiece of stupidity on the 
part of our police, who might have ar- 
rested these drunken toughs, not to have 
done so.

There is a 
good deal of smoke just now arising from 
their com plaint as an outgrowth of objec- 
tions to certain policies of the United 
States government, and it is not without 
the limit'i of possibility that the fire may 
be discovered sooner or later. It is next 
to certain that it is only nocesoary for the 
United S:ates to take active steps to sup- 
press the Cuban slaughter to stir Spain 
into open hostility. Then, again, despite 
repeated denials, it is an undoubted fact 
that the feeling in Japan over the Ha- 
waiian annexation question is not at all 
friendly. 


As a Washington correspondent shows, 


the calamity platform is in a bad way. 
Events of the past few months have dem- 
onstrated the falsity of the assertions that 
no prosperity could come without the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at a false 
ratio. Reports f?om every section show a 
marked increase in business, farmers pay- 
ing their mortgages, prices of agricultural 
products good, more money coming into 
the count ry for our own productions than 
ever before in a single year, silver-using 
nations abandoning that metal and going 
to the gold standard, largely increasing 
productions of gold, the international bi- 
metallic conference now almost a cer- 
tainty, the tariff bill a law, manufactures 
reviving, and all of this in spite of the 
persistent claim of the silverites that none 
ot these things could happen without the 
free coinage of silver.

Tbe death of Stephen C. Pratt, which 


occurred Friday morning at his home on 
Water street, and which was briefly men- 
tioned in THE TRANSCRIPT that day, was 
not unexpected. He had been seriously 
ill for several weeks with a bladder and 
kidney trouble, but had been confined to 
his bed only since last Sunday. His 
failure was rapid, and it became plain 
roaje days before his death that the end 
could not be far away. 


Mr. Pratt was a native and lifelong resi- 


dent of this town. He was born on tho 
John Lamb farm at Sweet's Corners in 
1833, and was therefore 64 years old. He 
was the son of Mr. and Mis. William 
Pratt, respected citizens of the town in 
days long gone. 
Mr. Pratt drove the 


stage between the village and the depot 
for over 25 years and was a most faithful j 
and popular driver. Ho was reliable, i 
obliging and genia1, and was always ' 
highly regarded by the patrons of the 
route.

Tlio Potato's Anniversary. 


The present year is tho three I midredth 


anniversary of thoplantlngoC (ho potato in 
Enplijnd. The seed bronghl from America 
by Sir Walter Rnleipjh was first planted In 
1597 in tho garden of Gerard, tho botanist. 
For 200 years the use of tho tuber was con- 
fined to tho so pallod higher classes. It was 


, not until tho close of the last century that 
it boeamo a common article of food among 
the masses. 
To the improvement of no 


othor vegetable has been given such Rnlirit- 
ous study. 
In this respect tho United 


Sf'atos has taken tho lend, and thov&rion« 
sortn which have originated hero are ac- 
cepted throughout the world ns represcnta- 
tho of tho highest attainment in quality, 
rapidity of growth and slxe. 
In some di- 


rections this has led to the less of distinc- 
tive flavor an,1 texture, as In the ease of the 
Derm mill potato. Through tho general use 
of tho seed oi our early varieties, the tuber 
_now grown in Bermuda lias undergone a 
radical change. The merit of the Bermuda 
potato was line to its firm, close, waxy 
flesh, which peculiarly adapted It to cor- 
tain forms of culinary treatment. 


The substitution of American seed ha^ 


completely changed its quality, so tlm' 
now, 
in texture, and llnvor, it is tho some 


as our early varieties, Tho efforts of culti- 
vators appear to ho directed toward the 
production of a potato from which firm- 
ness nnd closeness of flesh arc eliminated, 
and to the substitution of a. dry, flonery 
consistency. Formerly thcro wns n marked 
difference between a new and an old pota- 
to, but now, apart from tbo color and tex- 
ture of tho cuticle, it is difficult to distin- 
guish the ono from tho other. 
So univer- 


sal has become tlio use of the seed of Amer- 
ican varieties throughout tho work1 chat 
only through tho color of the skin, duo to 
difference of soil, is it possible to detect 
whether a potato is grown here or in a for- 
eign country. The Irish tuber is imported 
into this country for special uses, riomo 
amateurs thinl; that no other is fit to bake 
in the skin. Apart from its black cover- 
ing, 
due to the peat earth in which it is 


planted, it, in no ways differs from our vn- 
rieiies. A few years ago, before American 
Bcctl wns st> universally employed in Ire- 
land, the Irish potato, raised from what 
may be called native chits, was noted for a 
special savor and torture of flesh. Tlial; is 
no longer tho cnso.—Now York Sun. 


A Big Driving Feat. 


Tho beppaiiftlod riders who guide a score 


or moro of horses nt tcrrillo speed about 
the sawdust circus rugs have been consid- 
ered for generations the most skillful and 
picturesque horsemen in the world. 


An entirely new and far moro difficult 


problem in driving has recently been de- 
vised and satisfactorily solved in Germany. 
The new driving feat includes all thediffi- 
culties of tho circus trick, besides Intro- 
ducing several entirely new features.

be completed near Pittsburg. It is now 
nioi'B thwn one mile deep, and when fin- 
ished it may reach down two miles into 
the cnrtH. It Is bcltig bored in tho inter- 
est of science.

so deeply is to determine jtisfc what Hit' in • 
tcriorof the human footstool is like'. Fr'oiri 
a commercial pohifc of view tho well was d 
success long ago. 
At comparatively few 


feet below the surface both gas nnd oil 
wore struck In paying quantities, but tho 
company owning the plant determined to 
dedicate it to science nrid inviteil Pvof<?=soi 
William Hallockof Columbia university tc 
carry on a series at temperature Invpstt 
gatlons as the hole is carried deeper and 
deeper Into tho earth.

One ro 
tnarknblo feature of tlio well is that the 
gas found ncnr the flurfuce is now usoil to 
operate the powerful engines which do the 
drilling.

Is a delicate operation. It is a 1? houi 
task, although most of that timo is put iu 
In anxious waiting. 
The thi'rmoinctr-r; 


used are known to scientists as maximum 
thermometers. The)' will record up to the 
limit of the hottest medium in which the} 
are placed, but the mercury cannot fa 
tolow this maximum point until it is re- 
duced by mechanical means. They arc 
made on tho same principle us a clinical 
thermometer. Tlio hole through which 
this mercury rises lias a little twist in il 
just above tho bulb. Tho hoat will drive 
tho mercury up tho tube until a maximum 
point is reached. 
1C thf thermometer is 


brought into a colder climate, tho nuTCiirj 
will attempt to drop hack into tho bulb, 
but cannot of its own weight pass the 
twisted i.'olnt. 
It therefore forms a roll 


ablo record of the highest temperature il 
has encountered in itfi passage down the 
well. 
After being brought to the surface 


the mercury can be shaken back to UH 
bulb. 


Two thermometers are operated side bj 


Kkle in tho well, so as to account for nnj 
Individual variation in the instruments. 
They arc lowered tit distances of 50 foot 
apart, all tho way down tlio well. A com- 
plete descent of the well occupies 20 min- 
utes, and, of course, tlio tamo amount, ol 
timo is required for tbe nsccTit. Tho thcr 
njometers are lowered and raised on a thin 
steel tapo working on n windlass, anil for 
the pake of greater accuracy in the record 
they arc left in tho well overnight. 


It is found that tho temperature of the 


earth rises in increased ratio as the centei 
is approached. 
Within the wells which 


have- as yet been bored the rise has aver 
aged about 1 degree ?. for every 50 feet, 
with n very small yet perceptible increase 
as the bottom is approached.—Washington 
Star. • 


Grrcoe and the Turk, 


Since my Jirsi, visit to Greece, 20 years 


ago, I havo watched the life and progress 
of her people, and I know few tilings that 
nro moro encouraging. 
Despite all tho 


vexations to which their guardians liavo 
subjected them, anil all the obstacles they 
havo thrown in their way, despite also 
their own natural shortcomings, they havo 
shown, in both material and spiritual 
things, all the virtues of a progressive and 
civilized people. Their country, left them 
a desert by the Turks, has become, to a 
largo extent, productive nnd beautiful. 
The population, now 2,1)00,000, has dou- 
bled in the hist 20 years. In 1877 thcro 
Were hardly 100 miles of carriage ronds, 
and only 0 miles of railway in tho whole 
country. Today there arc roails every- 
where and hundreds of miles of railway. 
In 1877 it wns hardly possible for the trav- 
eler to find n heel outside Athens. Today 
there are numerous hotels, with all Euro- 
pean conveniences, in all tho principal cit- 
ies nnel towns. 


But the true test and proof of Greece's 


indomitable spirit of culture is her educa- 
tional system. By that she stands or falls. 
I have visited Greek schools throughout 
tho length and breadth of tlio land, from 
the infant school kept by the peasant in 
the open air, against a sunny hovel wall, 
to the arksakeion, or girls' acaelemy, unil 
the noble university, with 2,200 students, 
which now grace and honor the city of 
Athens. Any ono who will do the sarao, 
and listen to the records of the sacrifices 
made by rich and poor for the sake of edu- 
cation and culture, will not doubt for a 
moment that Greeco is amply able to gov- 
ern and civilize the lands now marred and 
wasted by Turkish misrule, The sums of 
money given by rich Grecis for schools 
and tho hardships undergone by tho chil- 
dren of tho poor in remote districts to avail 
themselves of these havo no parallel any- 
where save in the United States and Scot- 
land. 


Who dares assert of fiuch a people that it 


is not capable of ruling its ancient patri- 
mony—the Crst homo of liberty—better 
than the barbarous Turk or tho despotic 
Russian? Thcro is but ono just, benefi- 
cent, and effective solution of the eastern 
question, and that is the restoration of tho 
Greek empire to Greece and the placing of 
a great civilized power, such as neither 
Turkey nor Russia can ever be, as guard- 
ian of the bridge teween Europe und 
Asia.—Professor Thomas Davidson in 
Forum.

Miss Susan B- Anthony 
Recounts 


Family History and Industries. 
Representatives of the Many 
Branches. 
Miss Clara B. 


Colby and Mrs. Sewall 


Make Speeches. 


The reunion of the Anthony family at 


the old homestead far up Enst Hoosac 
street, at Adams, Friday was a very inter- 
esting event. It was interesting for the 
memories it recalled and the democratic 
commingling of people representing ex- 
tremes in society. 
The old homestead 


was honored with such persons aa Miss 
Clara B. Colbyof Washington, D. C.; Mrs- 
May Wright Sewall of Indianapolis, Miss 
Susan B. Anthony and her biographer, 
Mrs. Ida H. Harper. Besides, there were 
50 present representing the numerous 
branches of the Anthony family. The 
guests assemoled in the forenoon and 
dinner occurred about 12 o'clock. 
The 


meal was a delightful one, and many a 
good story was exchanged at it. 


After dinner Miss Susan B. Anthony 


dealt for quite awhile in her family gene- 
alogy. Those who are gone were feel- 
ingly remembered and those present bad 
to stand up as the name was announced. 
The number of generations represented, 
was incredible and there was no end of 
tun caused by the genealogical details. 
The loves of the young people of long 
ago and the queerness of the old folk 
then were equally given away by Miss 
Anthony and some of the parties to the 
love affairs who were present blushed as 
they did when approaching the altar. 


Qeorge Anthony had something to say 


about his father, who was something of an 
inventive genius, and to whom JMiss An- 
thony reterred in her remarks. 
Mr. 


Anthony was reminiscent and dwelt on 
the longevity of his ancestors. Religious 
convictions are touched upon, as the An- 
thonys were Quakers, and the morals of 
the family were strongly set forth. In 
closing Mr. Antdony referred to Miss An- 
thony, saying she is the Anthony that has 
done the most for the human race, and 
when Mt. Hope, in Rochester, N. Y. 
claims her as a resident, her name will be 
written in letters of gold. 


Henry Luther, representing the Rieh- 


ardsou blood of the family, spoke con- 
cerning that strain. 
Mrs. Mattie B. 


Moshier paid her tribute to Miss Anthony 
in verso, and was followed by her husband, 
Arthur Moshier, who said a very lew 
words. 


Mrs. Clara B. Colby gave the reasons 


why she liked Miss Anthony. She has 
been proud to train with Aunt Susan 
since she made it plain she was a good 
woman's suffragist. Aunt Susan has gone 
from town to town making the women 
love her because of her love for them. 
Mrs. Colby gave a story of Miss Anthony 
and Miss Btanton's campaigning in Kan- 
sas. 


Mrs. May Wright Sewall explained her 


right to wear the sunflower, for she is 
seeking the light. 
She reasoned with 


rare logic her relation to the Anthony 
family. To her home Miss Anthony has 
brought a blessing, and the blessing is re- 
peated with each yisit. Tho center of 
woman's life is her iome, but if, by virtue 
ofsome God-given gift, she can permeate 
the circle of that home, it is her respon- 
sibility and duty to do so, and so to the 
state, the nation and world. This ban 
been the experience of her whom today I 
call my hostess and am accustomed to 
call my general. 


At this juncture some of the descend- 


ants of the Bichardsons and Reeds came 
in and were warmly welcomed. The new 
arrivals called torth more remarks on 
geneology. 


Mrs. 
Ida H. Harper, Miss Anthony's 


biographer, was introduced by the hoa- 
tess as the woman who knows more about 
Miss Anthony than herslf. She informed 
her hearers that on preparing the work 
sbeiseugaged in, that some 10,000 docu- 
ments have been examined and covering 
a period of about 100 years. In examin- 
ing these records, whioh were written for 
no eyes but the family's, these is not the 
slightest evidence of a skeleton. Mrs. 
Harper would say that a very prominent

Editor Anthony of the Leavenworth 
Times had a story to tell and Miss An- 
thony had a few more words. Mr. An- 
thony moved a vote of thanks to the 
prominent women who were present, 
speaking of the distinction due Mrs. May 
Wright Sewal1 and showing her promi- 
nence by speaking of her part in the 
world's fair. Mrs. Sewall repaid, in a 
very direct speech for his gallantry. He 
should never ask her again when they 
meet why she was present for his pres- 
ence was sufficient cause for her attend- 
ance. 


Mrs. Harper, in the name of- the three 


prominent guests present, thanked the 
family for its hospitality. Miss Anthony 
put it "that all of you who are thankful 
to everybody and for anything say aye 
and it was heartily said. 


Mrs. Eliza Shore Coot thinks we are 


now living under a tyranny of sympathy. 
She was of the opinion that less time de- 
voted to the worship of ancestors and to 
the saving of relics »nd more used in keep- 
ing progress with' the world would be a 
better division of life. 


After speaking, Photographer Parsons

This year's polls are 5,606, a
